THE INTERSTATE ACT. 


Some Important Amendments to the 
Law Pro 


posed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The bill introduced by 
Senator Cullom today, to amend the Inter- 
state Commerce Act, embodies the most 
important suggestions that have been made 
for the correction of defects in the law, in- 
cluding the recommendations of the com- 
missioners. The amendments are volumin- 
ous and in minute legal form. The follow- 


ing is a synopsis of the more important 
provisions: 

First To extend the provisions of the 
act so as to make it apply to the express and 
sleeping car, stock car and tank car com- 
panies and “any other company, associa- 
—— or person furnishing for the public use 
railroa 
the transportation of persons or -property.” 

Second—The words “Other carriers” are 
inserted twice in the fifth section, so as to 
prohibit not only pooling between differ- 
ent railroads. but between other carriers. 

Third—In the sixth section, which relates 
to the publication of rates; the provisions 
with respect to the advance and reduction 
in rates are repealed, so as te apply 
specifically to joint through rates; the short- 
haul provision is also repealed in order that 
there may be no question that it also applies 
to joint through rates, 

ourth—<As to the shert-haul provision, it 
is provided that where complaint is made 
against two or more carriers for violating 
it, and the violation oceurs ween 
on the road of one only, that road only 
shall be held liable for the violation. 

Fifth—The commission is authorized to 
prescribe the form in which the schedule 

»rescribed by law for public inspection shall 
be prepared or arranged. No special form 
is prescribed by law. 

Sixth—The commission is also authorized 
to make provision for the official publica- 
tion of its decisions. 

Seventh—An addition to section 15, 
which relates to compensation for damages,
